Last October, a bought a Galaxy V Mk III and power supply at a local 
hamfest. 


The radio receives well and transmits on all bands (CW). 


This weekend, I started investigating a garbled audio problem which 
seems to 

involve the sideband selector switch - I get garbled receive and 
transmit on 

all bands when sideband selector switch is in the iSB-27 position. Also 
per manual, I 

get no carrier inserted when selector switch is in the iSB-2i position 
(typo in manual?). I initially suspected the balanced modulator and or 
crystal filter, but find normal function in LSB and USB modes as long as 
the selector switch position is in the "SB-1" position (see below).

I've checked all tubes, tried substituting the balanced modulator tube,

My fellow transducers: 


Rummaging through my junk box, I came across a pretty decent looking Shure 
Brothers mobile microphone. I believe this mike was designed for use with a 
Swan 240 transceiver. I rigged up the appropriate plug and was pleased to 
find that the mike does a pretty good job of modulating my HT-37, my HW-101 
and my DX-60B. Fellows on 40 meters tell me that the mike sounds pretty 
good. No noticeable distortion. 


The handbooks indicate that dynamic mikes such as this one are usually low 
impedance devices. But the inputs on all three rigs mentioned above call 
for high impedance mikes and I suspect the Swan 240 had the same high 
impedance input. I looked inside the mike's case for an impedance 
transformer. Saw no signs of such a device, but suspect that one may have 
been built into the "controlled magnetic transducer element". BTW, the 
Shure mike has a very impressive, sturdy construction. 


Does anyone out there know if this Sure mike is designed for a high 
impedance input? 


Speaking of mikes, I did some experimenting and replaced the long-dead 
element on my Turner+2 with a little fingernail sized electret mike element. 
I used the 9 volt battery connections on the Turner to power the FET in the 
mike element. The PTT switch in the Turner stand handles T-R and puts the 
9 volts on the element. I'm sure it wouldn't win any rave reviews from the 
Hi-Fi community, but I'm having a lot of fun operating my old high school 
era microphone...

The ZB and AN/ARR-1 (the original "Homing Adapter") are odd looking 
things - about 3 inches wide, 3 inches tall, and nearly 12 inches long. 
The front is dominated by a large dial. These had to be used with another 
receiver, as they only performed the first detection. The later AN/ARR-2 
was designed to replace it, performing the entire receiving process. They 
did look quite a bit like the standard black command receivers, as they 
were intended to drop right into a standard AN/ARC-5 suite (some control 
boxes have controls for both the AN/ARC-5 and AN/ARR-2). The AN/ARR-2 
receiver could fit into the rack space normally taken by the broadcast 
band command receiver.

. a new dimension in history and current events ... authentic 
reproduction of dramatic, exciting incidents as they were broadcast via 
the wonder of short wave radio. The President's voice from outer space. 
Actual capture of a desperate criminal. A radio amateur talking from 
Little America. Foreign language and drama from overseas. Ships at sea. 
Aircraft transmissions." 


The jacket's front artwork depicts an ocean line ablaze and sinking while 
survivors row away in a lifeboat. The back of the jacket contains this 
flowery tribute to Hallicrafters: "A little better than a quarter of a 
century ago, the first Hallicrafters short wave receiver entered the field 
of communications. The quality of its craftsmanship was such that today 
the company is still the recognized leader in the design and manufacture 
of communications equipment. For during this period Hallicrafters 
engineers have brought to amateurs, novices and listeners alike more than 
100 major communications designs, over five times as many as any other 
manufacturer.

I don't have an SX-100, but I have an SX-71 with a 6C4 first osc. 
regulated by a VR-150 and 6AU6 first mixer. It doesn't exhibit the 
instability I've seen written about here. If a CB "QSO" is tuned in, 
the only way to pull it off frequency is to put your hand between the 
main tuning cap and the bandspread cap. Why wouldn't this pull it off 
freq?

Woe is me. What a terrible way to end a nice QSO. I was just signing with 
K4CR on 40m AM this afternoon when tendrils of smoke began wafting from the 
top of the Johnson Ranger near the right front. From the smell I knew it was 
a transformer, and the only transformer up there is the modulation 
transformer. Bummer. Apparently an evil spirit got inside and let all the 
smoke out. I pulled the case and verified that the modulation transformer 
had indeed departed for that great AM rig in the sky. How depressing. 

So here is the obvious question: Does anyone know where I can buy another 
one? A modulation transformer, I mean, not another Ranger. Surely someone 
out there has a junker Ranger that has a good mod. xfmr. in it? Failing 
that, is there another transformer that will work in its place? Probably 
not, as the one that's in there just barely fits. 

Do these things have a history of meltdown? (This is my first Ranger, and 
I've grown so attached to it that this may force me to seek therapy. I mean, 
I've got a DX-60B and an HT-37, but they're screen modulated, for crying out 
loud - how can I go back to that? Guess I'll find out.) After I pulled the 
case I noticed that the transformer was pretty hot, but I had been pretty 
longwinded while talking to Woody.
